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INTRODUCTION 


THE Kimnnaputtacaria of Jina-Manikya is 
prescribed as one of the texts in Ardha-Mngadhi for 
tlio First Year’s class in Arts of the Bombay Univer¬ 
sity for the years 1931 and 1932, The book was 
edited by Haragovitidadas Seth of Calcutta in the 
Jain Vividha iSGutya S*»stra Main, of Benares, but the 
copies are long out of print. I therefore undertook 
this new edition to meet the requirements of the 
University students and added a Prakrit-Sanskrii 
Glossary, a few notes at important places and an in¬ 
troduction giving a summary of the contents of the 
book. I also took the opportunity of revising the 
text of Haragoviiuladas Seth from three manuscripts 
available at the Bhandarker Oriental Research 
Institute, Poona, and as a result of this Collation, I 
feel .1 have been able to give a better text than in the 
older edition. 

The author, Jina-Manikya, calls himself the chief 
pupil of llemavimala. We do not know anything 
either of Jina-Manikya or of Heroavimala beyond 
the fact that the latter figures in the Pattavalis 
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of the Tapagaceha as a suri in the 16th Century a. D 
We have therefore to rest ourselves contented by 
taking our author to belong to 16th Century. In 
one of the mss. the following colophon gives the 

particulars in question :—

( have been able to discover only two works 
hearing the title Kurmaputracariia or Kurninaputta- 
earia. The first of these is in Sanskrit as stated on 
page 222 of the Jain Oranthavali. The ms. is stated 
to he deposited in the Jesalmere Bbandara, but the 
author’s name or date is not mentioned there. The 
second is our present text in Jain Prakrit, probably 
composed in the 16th century. 

The Kummaputtacaria is a short narrative poem 
in the purana style to illustrate the mahatmya'or great¬ 
ness of the sincerity of heart , bh«va, in the religious 
practice, and as such can be likened to the class of 
mabatmyat? in Sanskrit literature of the Hindus. The 
religions practcos. the Jains say, consist of (i) dan a. 
bounty or making gifts, (ii) s»la, vows, (iii) tapas: 
aus;eriths, and (iv) bhava, sincerity oflietirt or of pur¬ 
pose. The hero of the poem, Kummapuita, is said to 
have possessed this sincerity of heart, and therefore 
was not required to renounce the house, but obtained 
the kevalajnana while he remained at home. The 
substance of the narrative is as follows : — 



1-8. Introductory —Once Mahavlra was on a 
visit to Ra jagrha and there, in the presence of a large 
assembly, gave a sermon on the importance of bhava 
in the fourfold form of religious duties. He men¬ 
tioned therein Kummaputta as one who attained by 
sincerity of heart Kevalajnana even though he lived 
as a householder. Thereupon, Indrabhuti, the first 
Ganadhara of Mahavira, requested his master to 
narrate the story of Kummaputta. 

9. 91. History <J K umn in putt a' .s* previous life :— 
9-18. There was in the Bharatavarsa a city named 
Durgaiua. Its king was Drona and queen Drumo. 
They had a son by name Durlabho. Once, while the 
prince was playing iu a garden, there came usage, 
Snlocana by name. Now there lived a Yaks ini Bhadra- 
nmktu in a palace under a bunian tree in the garden, 
who came to pay her respects to the sage, narrated to 
him the story of her past human life when she was the 
wife of Snvelavelamdhara god, and asked him where 
her husband was horn.. 19. 36.-The S3ge told her that 
her husband was born in that very city as prince 
Durlabha. She immediately camo to the prince in 
the human form of her previous life, in*., of Manavati, 
and persuaded the prince to accompany her to the 
nether world. The prince was struck with astonish¬ 
ment when the Yaksiid told him why he was brought 
there by her. The prince recollected his previous 
life and lived with her. 37-68. Now Durlabha’s par¬ 
ents made a vain search for him but learnt from the 
sage that he had been carried away by a semi-divine 
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t>3ing and would meet ’them shortly. The parents 
thereupon placed their younger son on the throne and 
lived a religious life under the sage. Now the 
yaks ini learnt that prince Durlabha was short-lived 
that there was no remedy to prolong his life. The 
prince learnt it from her, resolved to live a religious 
life under the sage where he met his parents. The 
sage then treated them all to a religious discourse on 
the opportunities of human life which should not be 
lost as a foolish merchant did when he possessed the 
Cintamahi gem. 69-91. The story of a merchant who 
lost his Cmttimani gem. There was a merchant well- 
versed in the science of gems; he thought that of all 
jewels Cintamani alone was worth having; he search¬ 
ed in vain various mines for it when he was asked to 
go to Ratnadvipa and propitiate the goddess Asapurl 
When he did that the goddess told him that he did 
not do any act to deserve the gem. He however per¬ 
suaded the goddess to give one to him assuring her 
that he would see how to keep it. The goddess then 
gave him the gem and the merchant in delight pro¬ 
ceeded homewards in his ship. One day, in the 
course of the voyage, the moon rose bright in the sky 
and the merchant, seated on the edge of his ship, felt 
the curiosity as to whether the moon or his gem was 
more lustrous. While he was comparing the lustre 
of the two the gem dropped down into the waters and 

was lost for good. So, the sage continued, is the 
person who loses the opportunities given to him by 
his human life if he does not acquire religious merit. 
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92. 185. The Story of Kummaputta —92-137. 
There ruled in Rajagrha a king by name Mahindasiha. 
His queen Kumma once saw in dream a celestial 
palace, which dream indicated the birth of a pious 
son. During pregnancy the queen felt the desire to 
listen to religious discourse, and when the king 
invited various philosophers for the purpose, she 
showed her preference to the Jain doctrine over 
others- The queen delivered of a son in due course 
who was named Dhammadeva alias Kummaputta. 
As a result of his having harassed a servant in his 
previous life the young prince became a dwarf 
though he had otherwise a charming figure. The 
prince learnt all the 72 arts quickly under a guru, 
attained youth, but disregarded pleasures of life. 
One day, while he listened to the holy texts as they 
were being recited by monks, he recollected his pre¬ 
vious birth, was convinced of the worthlessness of 
the world, and by this thought got all his acts de¬ 
stroyed and thus attained the kevalajnana. He had a 
mind to renounce the world and take the vows of a 
monk, but, fearing that his parents would die of 
grief in that event, he remainsd at home. 138-176. 
Now there was a town named Rayanasamcaya in the 
Mahavidehaksetra. Devaicca the cakravartin ruled 
there. One day there arrived a Jina, Jagaduttama by 
name. On hearing his arrival Devaicca went to him 
to pay his homage. When the Jina was delivering a 
sermon there arrived Kamala ( who was the yaksini 
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in the former life ), Bhramara, Drona and Druma, in 
their new life of divine being6 of Caranasramanas. 
On seeing them Devaicca asked the Jina who they 
were; he asked the Jina further whether there was 
any cakravartin or kevalin on the earth at that time. 
The Jina told him that there was no cakravartin 
on the earth but there was Kumm&putta who, though 
still a householder to awaken his parents, was a 
kevalin. Thereupon the Caranasramanas asked 
him when they would have kevalajnana- The Jina 
told them that they would attain it when Kumma¬ 
putta would personally narrate to them the 
pleasures of the Mandara vimana in the Maha- 
sukka heaven. In course of time tluy attained 
the kevalajnana from Kummaputta. When after 
that they paid a visit to the Jina and took their seats 
in the midst of Kevalins, they did not salute the 
Jina. Thereupon Indra asked him why they did not 
salute him. The Jina told Indra that they did not 
because they obtained their kevala from Kummaputta 
who was a bh^vakevalin. 177-185* Now kummaputta 
renounced the world, became a monk, preached reli¬ 
gious doctrines on the importance of bbavato many, 
saved many beings from the samsara and attained 
nirvana in due course.
